cupled mostly by publishing firms, was al- 
most completely destroyed. Among the firms 
which sustained losses were the Brunswick- 
Balke-Collender company, Scherer company, 
Encyclopedia Britannica company, Fair- 
child & Co., D. C. Heath & Co., P. F. Collier 
& Son, and the Judge Publishing company. 

The blaze, which was one of the mosf spec- 
tacular of recent years, was marked by sen- 
sational rescues and many narrow escapes. 
The flames never were controlled and only 
with difficulty were they confined to the 
building in which they originated. Floor 
after floor gave way and dropped tothe base- 
ment, and beneath these and crumbling walls 
no less than thirty firemen were caught and 
either killed outright or seriously injured.’ 

Blame Rotten Hose for Loss. 

The loss of life and the enormous property 
loss, according to the firemen and Commis- 
sioner Lantry, were due to the condition of 
the hose, which wae rotten beyond any use. 
It burst continually, hampering the firemen 
to a great extent and causing them to lose 
much valuable time. 

The flames had been burning several min- 
utes when four men, working in the litho- 
graphic plant of the Suffolk Engraving com- 
pany on the top floor of the building, received 
warning of their peril. They started for the 
street) but were driven back by the smoke. 
The elevators had ceased running, and thefr 
escape was cut off completely. They were 
Frank Wyant, Joseph Brooks, John Graham, 
and George Marshall. 

They retreated to the roof, crawled to the 
coping, and shouted fof help. The din of 
traffic in the street drowned their cries and 
they feared that death was inevitable. 

Firemen of engine company 7, who had 
made their way to the roof bf the Hotel 
Florence, which is eight stories in height, 


first. Soon, however, they were traced to 
the roof of the Parker building. Answering 
shouts were sent back and the four imperiled 
men crept to the edge of the roof on the hotel 
side. Recourse to the life lines, which are 
fired from a life saving mortar, was had. 


Slide Four Stories to Safety. 

The line Wwhiased accurately upward and 
over the heads of the men. They caught tt 
and set to work with desperation to save 
themselves. A heavy plank was obtained 
and around it the line was tied. The plank 
was dragged behind a chimney and 
„stayed,“ and the firemen en drew the 
lite line taut. \ ' 

Wyant was the first to essay the escape. 
He clasped thé line with his hands and lege 
and slid downward through the areaway 
between the two buildings and landed in the 
arms of the firemen. Brooks followed, but 
his grip weakened, and he slid so swiftly 
that the line tore the flesh from his hands. 


Page 3, Graham and Marshall, buoyed by the suc- 


cess of their companions, made the slide for 
life without injury. 

The escape of the four men was witnessed 
by hundreds in the street and by guests, who 
dared peril in order to watch the rescue from 
the windows of the Florence. 

Ladders Burn; Firemen Caught. 

Seven firemen of engine 72, which first ar- 
rived, ran up to the fifth floor of the burning 
building after eighty-five foot extension lad- 
ders had Ween raised to the windows of that 
story to make possible the firemen’s retreat. 
Driven back by the advancing flames, the 
firemen retreated to the windows, only to 
find that the tops of the ladders had, been 
burned, cutting off their only retreat. 

Three of the seven attempted to reach the 
roof and have not been seen again. The other 
four were rescued by men of hook and ladder 
company No. 7, who at the risk of their lives 
ran up scaling ladders and dragged the in- 
jured men from the windows. 

The reserves had barely reached the ground 
when the great masses of cement which 
formed a pillar of the steel framework gave 
way and crashed through to the ground, 
carrying with it everything below the sev- 

enth floor. Three-firemen—John Fallon, 
Tim Hutchinson, and Sergeant Kelly—went 
down with it. 

Hutchinson and Kelly,. fighting desperate- 
ly against the plaster and cement, which 
threatened to bury them alive, managed 
to reach the street, though frightfully in- 
jured. Hutchinson was able only to say 
that his partner, Fallon, was in the débris 
when he collapsed and was removed in a 
dying condition. 

More than a score of firemen were working 
within the walls or near enough to be struck 
when they collapsed. Battalion Chief Shea 
was rendered unconscious by a blow on the 
head and received a gash in the cheek. Dep- 
uty Chief Langford and Capts. Weldon and 
Darvan also were removed to the temporary 
hospital. 

Players’ Club in Danger. 

The fire spread with such rapidity that 
Commissioner Bugher ordered Manager M. 
B. Barry of the Florence hotel across the 
street to get every one out: Two hundred 
guests went across the street to the Claren- 
don hotel for shelter. The sparks from the 
fire carried far and the police of the pre- 
cinets north of Twenty-third street reported 
that the house tops were crowded with 
bucket brigades fighting Httle fires. 

Daniel Frohman led one of these brigades 
at the Players’ club. The Columbia Univer- 
sity club was turned out also, as were sey- 
eral other clubs im the neighborhood of 
Gramercy park. Along the side streets Com- 
missioner Bugher had the police get out the 
residents from the private houses at 104 and 
106 Bast Eighteenth street. Mra Leslie 
Carter-Payne's house at 111 East Eighteenth 
street was entered by firemen to protect it. 
Dozens of houses were wetted down as a 


preventive.

As Sort of Funeral Oration Is

TEARS ARE SHED BY WOMEN. 


Thinly Veiled Criticisms Made Against 
Transfer of Judge. 


Amid scenes remarkable in every respect 
Judge Cleland’s famous parole system came 
to an end in the Maxwell street police sta- 
tion last night. 

Speeches filled with the same pathos found 
in funeral orations were delivered, and shafts 
were driven at those who are responsible for 
the judge’s transfer. Careworn wives who 
have benefited through the system of parole 
wept. as did numbers of the church women 
present. N 
, Shouts of Amen!“ were heard from dif- 
ferent parts of the courtroom, and the ap- 
plause was of the boisterous order as At- 
torney Miles J. Devine, the principal speaker, 
reached the telling points of his address. 

The people of that district—the Ghetto— 
love Judge Cleland, and their feelings were 
stirred at his departure. The situation got 
beyond the judge, who actually implored 
his aged bailiff, John Whitley, to restore 
order. But the bailiff shouted, It's beyond 
my power.“ 

Court Employes Buy a Bouquet. 

Attorneys, court clerks, and officers to- 
gether chipped in and bought an enormous 
bouquet of American beauty roses and carna- 
tions, and just before court assembled these 
were distributed, and every prisoner faced 
the court wearing a token of his friendship. 

In presenting the bouquet to Judge Cleland 
Attorney Joseph Epstein said: 

Tour honor, this is a token of our friend- 
ship and appretiation of the changes you 
have wrought in the district. Your superiors 
misunderstand you, but eventually your pa- 
role system will be established at all police 
stations.“ | 

It has been the hardest year’s work I 
ever performed, but the most satisfactory, 
and I will live in the hope of coming back 
some day.“ replied the judge. 

Two Mar Evening’s Pleasure. 

But two prisoners—“ those who fell down,” 
as the judge would say, did anything to mar 
the pleasure of the evening. Both were sent 
downstairs to be disposed of by Judge Himes 
in the morning. The others were asked the 
usual question: Do you think you can 
keep your word?’ and the majority went 
away smiling, in ignorance of the fact that 
they would have to report there no more. 
The names of all paroled ones will be crossed 
off thé dooket. today. 

The court was only about half through 
hearing cases when the proceedings were in- 
terrupted to allow Mr. Devine to talk. This 
was the first inkling most of the paroled ones 
and ethers directly interested had of the 
change. 

Immediately there rushed to the bar Mrs. 
Louls Hill, an aged woman living at 1492 
Homan avenue. Tears were in her eyes 
as she pleadingly asked: 

O, Judge, is there no place else my hus- 
band can report to. The last three months 
‘have Deen the happiest period in my twenty- 
five yeargof married life.” 

Three months ago this woman, living out- 
side of the district, appealed to Judge Clel- 
and to do domething for her. Hill, she stated, 
had been drinking and abusive most of their 
wedded life. Judge Cleland reformed him.

But good 
deeds are never appreciated until the de- 
parture. They are removing you because 
they say you are not acting within your legal 
rights in paroling prisoners. I say it is just 
as legal as is the act of a Criminal court 
judge who permits a prisoner to go on his own 
recognizance. 

Tou have led hundreds from the path- 
way of wrong to the pathway of right, and 
have made many personal sacrifices You 
have redeemed the district and the man who 
is taking you away would be heartily 
ashamed of himself if he could see this dem- 
onstration tonight.“ f 

The Rev. William E. Barton, pastor of the 
First Congregational church of Oak Park, 
told of the “ righteousness, respectability, 
and good order Judge Cleland established 
in the district, and concluded by saying that 
if Judge Cleland’s system is not legal, it 
ought to be. 

No Politics in It, Says Judge. 

15 Politicians have come to me and told me 
my remoyal was the result of politics,” 
Judge Cleland replied, “ but I do not believe 
it. I gave them my private reasons and 
advised them to forget the matter. We have 
heard from Mr. Epstein, a republican; Mr. 
Devine, a democrat; and the Rev. Mr. Bar- 
ton, a prohibitionist, and that would show 
there is nothing in the story about politics. 

„In speaking in behalf of the chief justice 
I think he would be misjudged by any 
thought that he was actuated by other than 
the best interests of the court. It is not this 
court alone that he 2 88 look to but all the 


courts.“

This Is the Way to Do It. 

The scheme as outlined ‘by t clerk in the 
cigar store is as follows: 

“You buy a coupon from a person who 
has them for sale for 25 cents. Take your 
coupon and $1 to Diffiey’s cigar store, and you 
will receive a ticket with three coupons at- 
tached. Sell each of the coupons for 25 cents

Furthermore, the people objecting to the pro- 
posed tax were going to fight the matter in 
the courts anyhow, so it might be as well to 
give them something worth fighting about.

The initiative in thie of Umiting the 
distribution of the white drug was taken 
by the Fuller & Fuller company several 
weeks ago. Officials of the recog- 
nizing the moral responsibility of jobbers and 
manufacturers, decided to do all in their 
power to check the “coke” traffic and the 
illegitimate use of the drug by limiting the 
sale. a 

Chairman Avery sald he was sure every 
Wholesale druggist in Chicago would take 
a similar stand once the facts of the traffic 
were placed before him. A letter was also 
sent Jo Gov, Deneen calling the executive's | 
attention to the cocaine sale regulation bill 
awaiting his signature to become a law. 


Promises Hot Campaign. 

“We ready to commence the est 
campaign against the illegitimate sale of 
cocaine ever undertaken in Chicago,” said 
Chairman Avery. All we are waiting for 
is the bill to be signed. 

Just as soon as the bill becomes law we 
will ‘begin gathering evidence and .prosecu- 
tions will be kept up until every unecrupulous 


either driven out of businese or sent to jail. 

We are going after this thing in a thor- 
ough manner. There will be no temporizing 
with anybody found to be engaged in selling 
cocaine to dope fiends." The trale must 
and shall be killed and the state board of 
pharmacy is going to do its part to kill it. 

“I am sure every wholesale druggist will 
codperate with us in our effort to limit the 
sale of the drug to retailers. When that is 
done we shall be in a better position to know 
where large quantities of cocaine are retailed 
and in that way trace the druggist, or agent 
selling the stuff to the victims.” 


To Seek Evidence in Levee. 


The board has engaged a force of detect- 
ives,. who will gather. evidence in the levee 
districts against druggists and keepers of 
dope joints.“ The sieuths will work under 
the direction of E. I. Frankhauser, attorney 
for the pharmacy board, who will conduct the 
prosecutions. 

We will make arrests in the first instance 
of every druggist and other person against 
whom we can get evidence,“ said Attorney 
Frankhauser. The trials will be under 
criminal procedure. Every part of the city 
will be watched and every known or sus- 
pected ‘ con joint keeper will be arrested 
the mom we find he is selling eam or 
eucaine to the flends.“ 


Retailers May Fall in Line. 

The subject of cocaine selling to habitial 
users of the drug will be taken up at the an- 
nual meeting of the Chicago Retail Drug- 
gists’. association to be held next Tuesday 
evening in the Northwestern University 
building. Resolutions denouncing the traffic 
will be introduced and the association will be 
asked to take a definite stand against the 
sale of cocaine and other narcotics, except 
oh written prescriptions of physicians.

LIVE MONTHS IN WANT. 


Agreement for Care in Institu- 
tion Said Not to Have Been 
Carried Out. 


The property that Mr. and Mrs. Frederick 
Stouts, both h septuagenarians, deeded to a re- 
ligious sect has been returned to them. Se 
the aged couple will not have to live much 
longer in a one room basement apattment 
said to be unfit for habitation. 

It was in July, 1906, that Stouts, who is 
W years old and paralyzed, and his wife, 
who 16 78, deeded their three story brick and 
stone fiat building at 56837 Wabash avenue to 
the Byangelical association in return for life 
mémbership in the Seybert Home for Old 
People. Since that time they have been 
living in the basement in a detached build- 
ing in the rear of the flat building, part of 
the time paying $30 a month for the privilege. 

After some sensational charges against 


the association made before a meeting of the 


executive officers by Philip Koehler, 5648 
Wabash avenue, a neighbor of the Stouts 
couple, and subsequent threats to carry the 
matter Into court, a deed was filed for record 
yesterfay returning the property to Caro- 
line Stoutz. Samuel P. Spreng, president of 
the association, signed the quitclaim deed, 


“Association Geta Over $500. 


This settlement was not effected, however, 
until Mrs. Stouts paid the association $429 
claimed for .incidental expenses, and $100 
“with 8 per cent interest for nearly three 
years, The association asserted that Mrs. 
Stoutz promised to make the church a do- 
nation of 100 some three years ago. This 
Mrs. Stouts flatly denied, but she had to pay 
the full claim before she could get back the 


When Mr. Koehler took an interest in the 
case the executive body of the association 
partly released its hold on the property, but 
retained the deed and leases. It kept up the 
interest on a $5,500 mortgage and paid the 
janitor out of the $1,215 rent it collected. The 
rest, the association officials maintain, was 
disbursed in incidental expenses. 

Mr. Koehler went to Walter J. Miller, 92 
La Salle street, attorney for the Evangelical 
society, on Dec. 28 and demanded t)l.at the 
property revert to Mr. and Mrs. Stoutz imme- 
diately, and that an accounting be prepared. 
Mr. Miller presented a bill for $286 addi- 
tional expenses.”’ 

Mrs. Stoutz was penniless, but got a 
good friend.who lives in La Grange to ad- 
vance the money, saia@ Mr: Koehler. “I 
went to Attorney Miller at the appointed 
time to settle the claim. I was informed that 
there had been a mistake, that the bill was 
$429. ‘The ttem omitted in the firet reckoning 
was $135 interest paid by the church on the 
mortgage more than @ year ago. And to 
this was added an additional 88 interest, ba- 
cause the church claimed that it had bor- 
rowed the $185 in order to pay it on the mort- 
gage. After another canvass of her friends 
Mrs. Stoutz got the necessary money.”’

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TRAGIC ACT AT WIFE'S GRAVE 


Man Kills Blind Son and Tries 
to End Own Existence. 


SEEKS DEATH IN DESPAIR. 


— 


Heartbreaking Struggle to Save Boy’s 
Sight; Then Helpmeet Is Taken. 


Cleveland, O., Jan. 10.—[{Special.]—Edwin 
J. Williams of this city went to Ravenna last 
night to the newly made grave of his wife, 
and there, upon the mound, killed his 7 year 
old blind son and tried to take his own life. 
He was found nearly dead this afternoon. 

From his birth the boy practically had been 
sightless, and every dollar the father could 
save went to specialists in an effort to give 
vision to his child. Failure in this and the 
death of his wife early in the fall Williams 
wrote as his reason for wanting todle. : 

Passing hunters found Williams this after- 
noon. He had bullet wounds in his head and 
over his heart and hig feet were frozen. They 


had him taken to White hospital, and there 


he rallied. Physicians think he may live. 

~ Tells Reasons for Tragic Act. 

Williams gathered strength enough to tell 
his story, and in every detail it tallies with 
the letter found in his pocket. This was ad- 
dressed to his wife's brother, William Beck, 
and is given as an explanation. 

A last despairing week in New York, with 
its round of hospitals and dispensaries, in an 
effort to aid the boy was given as the latest 
cause of his decision. Eye specialists, he 
said, gave him no hope for the boy, and he 
could not think of his son having to go 
through life sightless. As for himself, he 
was not only discouraged by that prospect 
but he was lonely and broken hearted by 
the loss of his wife. 

“This is a terrible thing to do,“ he says 
in the letter, but I am tired of life. It seems 
as if there has been nothing but trouble for 
me since the day I was born. I cannot stand 
it to see little Edwin go through this hard, 
cruel world without his sigHt. Doctors have 
told me they cannot do anything—and then 
I am se lonely without my poor little Flo. 
so good-by all. 

Would Be Buried at Wife’s Side. 

In Williams’ pocket, too, was a photo- 
graph of his wife, whose home was here. 
Across the back of it he had written: 

„This is the only girl I ever loved. Bury 
us beside her and we will be happy.” 

To physicians he said he went to Ravenna 
last evening. It was about 8 o’clock when he 
arrived, and he led the boy at once to the 
cemetery. There he sat upon the grave for 
a time, and at last, when,he had nerved 
himself to it, he shot his blind son. The bul- 
let evidently took immediatd effect. The re- 
volver was held so close tojthe boy that his 
body was powder burned. 

“With himself he was not so successful. 
The bullet fired at his own head glanced 
upon the skull. One fired at his heart was de- 
fiected by arib. He became weak from loss 
of blood and he was able neither to kill him- 
self nor get away from the place. 

At the grave there was evidence that Will- 
jams had found it necessary to nerve himself 
up to his work, There was a bottle of whisky 


and beside it a glass. 


Williams has been manager of the Ontario

ABE RUEF MAY GO FREE 
AS RESULT OF SCHMITZ CASE. 


Likely to Interfere with Prosecution 
of 441 Indictments Against Other 
Alleged Frisco Grafters. 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 10.—The decision 
of the District Court of Appeals setting aside 
the conviction of former Mayor Eugene E. 
Schmitz may have a serious effect on the 
prosecution of the San, Francisco graft and 
bribery cases, in which 441 indictments were 
returned. 

Far more series to the prosecution, it is 
believed, was the decision because of its 
applicability to Ruef. It has the effect, it is 
said, of practically destroying the presecu- 
tion’s hold upon the former politica: boss, 
who ie regarded as the one and the only con- 
necting link between the accused bribers and 
the board of supervisors.

Adolph Raphael Leaves Service 
of Law and Order League.

Von Buelow Denies Demand. 

Various speeches were made in the landtag 
on the question at issue, but at the close of 
the session prince von Bülow, the imperial 
chancellor, declared that manhood suffrage 
as it exists for the reichstag would not be 
for the good of the state, and secret voting 
would not be permitted in Prussia. 

He admitted that the suffrage system re- 
quired reform, and that the government had 
been studying the question for a long time. 
Exactly what direction the reform would 
take he did not know, but as soon as the 
government's proposition was ready it would 
be communicated to the landtag. 

The chancellor declared he did not expect 
it would be presented at this session. He 
said that the street demonstrations had not 
made the slightest impression upon the gov- 
ernment, and that the government had not 
changed one hair’s breadth its decision to 
carry through what it thought to be right. 


System in Use in Prussia. 

Under the present electoral system in Prus- 
sia there are three classes of electors. Up 
to the present time the laboring man has 
been. completely deprived of representation 
in the Prussian parliament, owing to the 
fact that he was overwhelmed at the final 
elections by the other two classes. 

The categories of electors are formed arbi- 
trarily by dividing the total amount of tax- 
ation received by the state into three equai 
parts. A small number of wealthy persons, 
paying the first third of the total of taxation, 
select a certain number of men from their 
ranks to act as final voters; a more extended 
number of less wealthy persons, who pay 
the next third of the full amount of taxation, 
choose an equal number of final electors, 
while the third class of voters, composed of 
the remainder of the population, and includ- 
ing the workmen, whose numbers reach to 
the millions, are allowed to select a number of 
final voters equal to that chosen by each. of 
the other two classes. 

The total number of final electors selected 
by this process then proceed to cast the final 
vote, at which the representatives of the 
two first named classes always vote solidly 
together, thus shutting out any possibility 
of the election of a representative of the 
working classes. 


LEOPOLD WANTS NO PROFIT. 


King of Belgium Cares Not to Share 
in the Congo Rev- 
enues. 


* 


BRUSSELS, Jan. 10.—The government has 
issued its reply to the recommendations 
made by the Congo commission. It declares 
that King Leopold does not desire any per- 
sonal profit from the donations reserved 
under the treaty, which amount now to 
$1,300,000 a year, and are expected later to 
grow to $5,000,000 a year. 

Continuing, the reply sets forth various 
philanthropic methods in which the revenue 
of the Congo independent state is to be ex- 
pended. The income will be consecrated to 
philanthropic, educational, and hospital 
work, Catholic missions, and special investi- 
gations, such as an effort to find a cure for 
the sleeping sickness. The statement, among 
other things, makes it clear that concession- 
ary companies will be amenable to the laws 
of the Congo and not to Belgian laws. 

In conclusion, it is declared that if the 
treaty ig not ratified King Leopold will re- 
sume his former status in the Congo inde- 
pendent state.

With the banks now virtually back to specie 
payments and discount operations extend- 
ing. it is not surprizing that the volume of 
business, as reflected by bank exchanges, 

makes the best exhibit in nine weeks, the 
oi ls decline being the lowest in that 

ried. 

Following the extra time taken to make 
necessary yepaira to plants, res umpt tons 
became general and quickly reduced the 
numbers of workers made temporarily idle, 
and the indications now turn for the better 
at the furnaces, mids, and forges. Although 
there is slowness in entering upon cémmit- 
ments, the new demands.in manufacturing 
branches are backed up by increasing in- 
quiries. Some substantial bookings appear in 
iron; steel, and wire, and fatr orders come 
forward in furniture, boxmaking, footwear, 
and vehicles. 

* Little change is expected in prices of 
finished products, but a feeling that costs 
may be lowered is to tome extent causing 
hesitation where much capital is involved. 

Activity in Packing District. 

“Ample supplies of the raw material permit 
greater activity in the packing district, and 
the markets remain strong in grain, pro- 
visions, and live stock. 

Weather conditions advanced the Janu- 
ary clearance sales in retail lines, stocks 
undergoing satisfactory reduction, and a 
considerably increased number of visiting 
buyers attended the wholesale markets for 
staples, textiles, boots and shoes, clothing 
and food products being bought freely, in- 
cluding a fair amount for immediate ship- 
ment to the interior. 

Mercantile collections throughout the 
west are irregular, some sections remitting 
promptly, while at others the defaults indi- 
cate weakness, which could not withstand 
the pressure of January settlements. 

Money conditions present & much closer 
approach to the normal and afford encourage- 
ment in relation to business projects. Heavy 
settlements were completed with less diffi- 
culty than seemed probable, and there is 
much wider disposition to purchase commer- 
cial paper at 7 per cent discount. 

Decrease in Grain Movement. 

The total movement of grain at this port 
was only 6,405,481 bushels, against 8,970,841 
bushels last week and 10,164,855 bushels a 
year ago. Compared with those in 1907, re- 
ceipts decreased 52.3 per cent., and shipments 
increased 3.7 per cent, the decline in market- 
ing being due to the bad state of country 
roads. Receipts of live stock rose to 350,894 
head, against 248,744 head last week and 335,- 
424 head in 1907, the gain appearing wholly 
in hogs. Receipts of hides, 2,060,348 pounds, 
compare with 1,878,487 pounds last week and 
2,755,588 pounds a year ago. Lumber receipts 
were only 24,285,000 feet, against 22,781,000 
feet last week and 41,680,000 feet in 1907. 

Compared with the closings a week ago, 
prices are higher in lard, 7% cents; ribs, 12% 
cents; sheep, 25 cents; choice cattle, 30 
cents; and pork, 40 cents; and lower in wheat,

Industry on Short Time. 


New York, Jan, 10.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: Financial affairs show fur- 
ther and marked improvement, and money 
is more plentiful and easier to obtain, but 
the gain in trade and industry proper is 
still largely one of sentiment, because busi- 
ness is quiet the country over; railway earn- 
ings and bank clearings are below a year 
ago; collections are slow, though better than 
& month ago, and industry is, as a whole, on 
short time, with the larger centers report- 
ing a great number of unemployed. 

‘“* Evidences of the sharp curtailment, al- 
most stagnation, that struck industry in the 
last quarter of 1907 are coming to light. For 
one thing, prices of commodities have scored 
the third successive monthly drop, and the 
level is below a year ago.“ 

Business failures in the United States 
for the week ending Jan. 9 number 484, 
against 345 last week and 283 in the like 
week of 1907. Failures in Canada this week 
numbered 63, as against 27 last week and

Bonaparte Admits Handicap.

before by Judge Lewis of Colorado. It ger- 
tainly will have a serious adverse effect upon 
the government's prosecution of the alleged 
land thieves and other persons concerned 
either as principale or accessories in violating 
the land laws. 
It will be many monthe before the issues 
raised by Judge Lewis to vex the administra- 
tion can be passed upon by the highest court. 
In the meantime, and, as it happens, until 
after the presidential campaign, there will 
be no further investigation of land frauds and 
no attempt to begin new prosecutions
